Some  neighbors  have  concerns  about  supermarket  plan 


Lucky's  Clement  store  plan  debated  at  PAR

Details  of  an  agreement  to 
build  a  new  $10  million  Lucky 
store  at  32nd  Avenue  and 
Clement  Street  received  a  luke¬ 
warm  reception  from  more  than 
80  Richmond  District  residents 
who  packed  into  Thiggy’s  Rest¬ 
aurant  April  21  for  the  quarterly 
meeting  of  the  Planning  Assoc¬ 
iation  for  the  Richmond  (PAR). 

Although  an  agreement  was 


The  San  Francisco  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Health  has  issued 
a  bulletin  informing  the  owners 
and  patrons  spending  time  in  the 
city’s  bars  that  the  penalties  for 
smoking  will  go  up. 

The  no  smoking  ban  has  been 
on  the  books  for  more  than  a 
year,  but  enforcement  has  been 
lax. 

In  response  to  a  problem  that 
has  cropped  up  from  bar  patrons 
and  employees  smoking  outside 
of  business  establishments,  SF 
Supervisor  Mabel  Teng  wants  to 
make  it  mandatory  that  ashtrays 
are  provided  to  prevent  cigarette- 
butt  pollution. 

Teng’s  legislation,  introduced 
April  26,  provides  for  a  fine  of 


inked  in  March  between 
American  Stores  Property  Inc. 
(ASPI),  the  parent  company  of 
Lucky  Stores,  and  the  Lincoln 
Park  Neighborhood  Association 
(LPNA),  this  was  the  first  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  PAR  members  to  learn 
the  details  of  the  project  first¬ 
hand  from  store  officials. 

In  exchange  for  contributing 
up  to  $500,000  to  revamp  the 
Lincoln  Park  Playground,  pro¬ 
vide  land  for  housing  in  the 


$25  to  $500  to  business  owners 
that  do  not  comply  with  the  law. 

“Complaints  about  unsightly 
mounds  of  cigarette  and  cigar 
butts  sprawled  on  sidewalks  are 
on  the  rise  from  all  over  the 
City,”  Teng  said.  “We  must  en¬ 
able  those  who  do  smoke  with  an 
alternative  to  littering.” 

According  to  many  of  the  tav¬ 
ern  owners  in  the  Richmond  and 
Sunset  districts,  the  ban  has  hurt 
business  and  forced  them  to  be¬ 
come  outlaws  for  trying  to  ac¬ 
commodate  the  bar-going  public. 

But  state  legislators  and  many 
environmental  groups  favored  'he 
legislation  because  it  protects  the 
health  of  bar  and  restaurant  em¬ 
ployees  from  the  known  dangers 


Mission  District  and  agreeing  to 
keep  its  Alemany  Boulevard 
store  open,  LPNA  agreed  not  to 
oppose  the  project  as  it  goes 
through  the  public  approval  pro¬ 
cess. 

For  more  than  an  hour,  neigh¬ 
bors  engaged  in  a  give-and-take 
with  Lucky’s  representatives 
about  impacts  the  new  store  will 
have  on  traffic  and  noise  in  the 
neighborhood.  During  the  meet¬ 
ing,  several  neighbors  also  ques- 


of  second-hand  smoke.  Attempts 
to  reverse  the  legislation  in 
Sacramento  have  stalled. 

The  San  Francisco  Superior 
Court  approved  a  new  fine  sched¬ 
ule  that  calls  for  a  fine  of  $77  for 
first  time  offenders,  $136  for 
two-time  offenders  and  $27 1  for 
individuals  and  proprietors 
caught  for  the  third  time. 
Previously,  the  tickets  were  $77 
for  each  infraction. 

According  to  Eileen  Shields, 
public  information  officer  for  the 
department  of  public  health, 
there  have  been  58  patrons,  seven 
bar  owners  and  one  bar  tender 
cited  for  violating  the  state  law 
since  February,  when  enforce¬ 
ment  of  the  ban  was  stepped  up. 


tioned  Lucky’s  commitment  to 
follow  through  on  a  promise  to 
put  up  $500,000  to  fund  the  reno¬ 
vation  of  the  Lincoln  Park 
Playground,  which  is  adjacent  to 
the  supermarket  site. 

Traffic,  Noise  and  Hours- 
of-Operation  Concerns 

After  a  brief  presentation  by 
Harry  O’Brien,  an  attorney  for 
Lucky  Stores,  residents  ques¬ 
tioned  store  representatives  about 
traffic  and  noise  impacts  the  new 
Lucky's  construction  and  opera¬ 
tion  will  have  on  the  neighbor¬ 
hood. 

Kevin  Nolan,  project  adminis¬ 
trator  for  ASPI,  told  residents 
that  the  agreement  reached  with 
LPNA  limited  the  store’s  hours 
of  operation  from  6  a.m.  to  1 1 
p.m.  and  truck  delivery  hours 
from  6  a.m.  to  noon.  Nolan  also 
said  the  agreement  allowed  for 
extending  the  delivery  hours  to  3 
p.m.  He  said  delivery  trucks  will 
be  accessing  the  store  from  both 
32nd  and  33rd  avenues. 

Although  several  neighbors 
asked  about  traffic  congestion 
and  wanted  estimates  on  the 
number  of  cars  the  store  would 
attract  to  the  neighborhood,  rep¬ 
resentatives  were  unable  to  give 
them  solid  answers. 

O’Brien  told  the  crowd  the 
problem  is  being  studied  by  City

Sixteen 
groups  vie 
for  space 
at  Public 
Health 
Hospital

The  Presidio  Trust  recently  re¬ 
ceived  16  wide-ranging  propos¬ 
als  for  converting  the  Public 
Health  Service  Hospital  complex 
on  the  Presidio’s  southern  bound¬ 
ary.  Some  of  the  proposals  in¬ 
cluded  schools,  senior-assisted 
living  complexes  and  a  travel 
agency  with  international  guest 
quarters. 

“The  trust’s  goal  is  to  review 
each  bidding  team  thoroughly, 
consider  the  public’s  input  and 
ultimately  determine  which  plan 
will  be  most  appropriate  for  this 
location  in  the  national  park,” 
said  Jim  Meadow,  executive  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Trust. 

The  recently  issued  Request 
for  Qualification  is  the  first  step 
in  a  process  to  rehabilitate,  rede¬ 
velop  and  lease  the  36-acre  com¬ 
plex  which  contains  17  buildings 
with  412,000  square  feet  of 
space,  according  to  Lynn  Wallace 
of  the  Presidio  Trust  The  trust  is 
an  organization  that  manages  the 
preservation  of  the  Presidio’s  re¬ 
sources  with  the  goal  of  making 
the  park  self-sufficient  by  the 
year  2013. 

The  main  hospital  building, 
which  was  originally  the  US 
Marine  Hospital  when  it  was 
founded  125  years  ago,  contains 
314,000  square  feet  of  space. 
Wings  were  added  to  the  main 
hospital  in  the  1950s  and  they  are 
not  considered  historic.  Aside 
from  the  main  hospital,  there  are 
seven  historic  residences  and 
nine  other  buildings,  some  of 
which  were  used  as  dormitories 
and  offices. 

Options  for  the  site  include 
senior  housing,  On  Lok  Senior 
Health  Services,  a  conference  fa¬ 
cility  for  UCSF  faculty  or  stu¬ 
dents,  a  Gateway  charter  public 
high  school,  ceramics  studio, 
Waldorf  school  site  and  a 
California  School  of  Professional 
Psychology  campus.  The  non¬ 
profit  and  for-profit  applicants 
gave  a  variety  of  reasons  why 
their  proposals  should  be  ap¬ 
proved  for  the  site. 

Selected  tenants  will  have  the 
responsibility  and  opportunity  to 
rehabilitate  existing  historic 
structures  and  replace  non-his- 
toric  structures  with  a  low-profile 
building  that  follows  the  archi¬ 
tectural  style  of  other  buildings 
on  the  site. 

In  June,  the  trust  will  an¬ 
nounce  a  short  list  of  respondents 
who  will  be  asked  to  submit

When  Igor  and  Svetlana 
Scherba  dreamed  of  running  their 
own  gymnasium  for  youths  in  the 
United  States,  they  were  still  in 
Belarus,  Russia  and  it  was  1991. 

By  this  time,  they  were  gradu¬ 
ates  of  the  University  of  Physical 
Education  in  Minsk  and  both  had 
accumulated  a  good  list  of  cre¬ 
dentials. 

Their  dreams  came  true  in 
1993  when  Scherba’s  Sport 
Center,  a  multi-sport,  nonprofit 
organization,  was  founded  in  the 
United  States.  After  a  humble 


start  in  Walnut  Creek,  followed 
by  a  short  stint  at  Jefferson 
Elementary  School,  the  center 
has  been  at  the  comer  of  Balboa 
Street  and  41st  Avenue  in  the 
Richmond  District  since  1996.

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Y2K  could  cause  computer  problems  next  year

Residents  seeking  information 
about  Y2K  found  lots  of  infor¬ 
mation  -  but  no  simple  answers  - 
at  the  Richmond  District 
Community/Police  Forum  held  in 
April. 

“We  must  learn  to  make  our 
own  decisions,”  said  speaker  Kali 
Grossberg,  a  Neighborhood 
Emergency  Response  Team  co- 
coordinator  from  the  Tenderloin. 

“Never  before  in  history  have 
we  experienced  the  possibilities 
of  the  kinds  of  disasters  that 
could  occur  with  Y2K,”  added 
Grossberg,  who  characterized 
America  as  a  “very  computer-de¬ 
pendent  society.” 

Comparing  Y2K  to  earth¬ 
quakes,  Grossberg  pointed  out 
that  we  have  the  advantage  of 
knowing  when  Y2K  problems 
begin.  He  said  Year-2000  prob¬ 
lems  could  reach  far  into  the  fu¬ 
ture. 

Y2K  is  shorthand  for  a  prob¬ 
lem  expected  to  disrupt  some 
computer  programs  at  the  start  of 
the  year  2000.  Early  computer 
software  was  programmed  to  use 
a  two-digit  format  for  dates,  so 
there  is  now  the  possibility  that 
“00,”  indicating  2000,  will  be 
misread  as  1900.  Such  an  error 
has  the  potential  to  disrupt  any¬ 
thing  from  home  VCR  program¬ 
ming  to  nationwide  Social 
Security  payments. 

Although  most  government 
agencies  and  large  private  busi¬ 
ness  have  done  their  best  to 
rewrite  or  replace  “old”  program¬ 
ming,  there  is  no  way  to  be  sure 
that  all  bases  have  been  covered. 

According  to  Grossberg, 
agencies  like  the  Red  Cross  and 
the  Federal  Emergency  Manage¬ 
ment  Agency  say  keeping  one

week’s  worth  of  emergency  sup¬ 
plies,  such  as  those  kept  on  hand 
for  an  earthquake,  should  be  ade¬ 
quate.  Other  groups,  however, 
predict  a  technological  apoca¬ 
lypse  with  banks  closing  down, 
utilities  unable  to  supply  services 
and  planes  dropping  from  the 
sky. 

Many  financial  advisors  rec¬ 
ommend  keeping  a  six  months’ 
paper  trail  -  three  months  prior 
and  three  months  following 
January  1, 2000  -  of  all  financial 
transactions.  Having  some  cash 
on  hand  is  a  good  idea,  however, 
emptying  one’s  bank  account  or 
replacing  cash  with  gold  is  not 
recommended. 

While  the  United  States  may 
be  Y2K  ready,  according  to 
Grossberg,  the  consensus  is  that 
Europe  and  other  foreign  coun¬ 
tries  may  be  in  trouble.  Because 
many  pharmaceuticals  come 
from  Europe,  people  who  rely  on 
prescription  drugs  should  consid¬ 
er  storing  a  minimum  one  month 
supply. 

“It’s  the  unknown,  and  that’s 
the  hardest  thing  for  us,” 
Grossberg  said.  She  advised  peo¬ 
ple  at  the  forum  to  learn  about 
the  Y2K  problem  and  decide  for 
themselves  what  preparations 
they  need  to  make. 


Tom  Dickerman,  a  volunteer 
from  the  Mayor’s  Office  of 
Emergency  Services,  made  sure 
forum  members  were  familiar 
with  the  most  basic  earthquake 
drill  by  leading  the  audience 
through  a  quick  “duck,  cover  and 
hold”  drill  that  put  some  mem¬ 
bers  under  tables,  but  had  others 
doubled  up  with  laughter. 

“The  reason  you  have  to  hold 
on,”  said  Dickerman,  “is  because 
the  table  or  whatever  you  are  un¬ 
der  may  actually  move,  and  you 
don’t  want  to  be  left  out  in  the 
open  after  the  table  ‘walks’ 
away.” 

After  asking  if  anyone  was 
afraid  of  earthquakes,  Dickerman 
cited  a  psychological  study  that 
found  that  yelling  during  an 
earthquake  reduces  fear. 

“So,  what  I  want  you  to  do,” 
Dickerman  said,  “is  duck,  cover, 
hold  and,  if  you’re  scared,  yell 
‘stop’  three  times,  real  loud,  and 
you’ll  find  that  the  earthquake 
actually  stops  for  you.” 

He  reassured  residents  by 
pointing  out  that  the  Richmond 
District  is  largely  built  on  sand, 
which  doesn’t  accelerate  the 
shaking  of  a  temblor  and  won’t 
give  way  beneath  a  building. 

However,  typical  older  build¬ 
ings  have  one  or  more  floors  top¬ 


ping  a  garage.  The  presence  of  a 
wide  garage  door  with  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  a  side  door  or  window  can 
significantly  weaken  the  front 
base  of  the  structure.  Dickerman, 
a  structural  engineer,  suggested 
that  special  attention  be  given  to 
reinforcing  those  areas. 

Although  building  codes  en¬ 
sure  that  most  homes  built  since 
1955,  and  especially  since  1970, 
are  properly  bolted  to  their  foun¬ 
dations,  Dickerman  recommend¬ 
ed  that  buildings  be  bolted  to 
their  foundations  with  all-thread 
bolts,  set  8  inches  into  the  foun¬ 
dation  and  strengthened  by  a  few 
drops  of  epoxy.  Basement  sup¬ 
port  beams  should  be  braced  and 
basement  walls  reinforced  by 


nailing  and  gluing  fitted  sheets  of 
plywood  to  the  studs.  Water 
heaters  should  be  strapped  down. 

Emergency  supplies  for  three 
days  are  what  the  experts  call  for, 
according  to  Dickerman,  who 
urged  people  to  consider  storing 
a  week  or  two  of  supplies  if  they 
have  the  room.  Supplies  should 
be  kept  in  a  small  room,  a  closet 
or  under  stairs,  where  bracing 
will  protect  items  from  falling 
debris. 

Three  gallons  of  water  per 
person  per  day  should  fulfill 
cooking  and  washing  needs,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dickerman.  Food  and 
water  supplies  should  be  rotated

workers  and  would  be  discussed 
as  part  of  the  Conditional  Use 
Permit  process. 

“The  City  process  is  ongoing 
and  this  (traffic  impact)  will  be  a 
part  of  the  EER,”  O’Brien  said. 

City  May  OK  Project 
Without  Requiring  EIR 

The  City  is  about  to  issue  a 
Negative  Declaration  on  the  pro¬ 
ject,  according  to  John  Billovits, 
the  city  planner  handling  the  pro¬ 
ject. 

If  that  happens,  the  project 
will  go'  forward  without  further 
environmental  review  because 
planners  decided  there  would  not 
be  any  significant  environmental 
impacts  caused  by  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  Lucky  supermarket. 

“I  was  told  that  a  negative 
declaration  will  be  issued  on  the 
project.  The  report  is  still  being 
revised,  but  I  was  told  it  should 
be  out  in  a  few  weeks,”  said  John 
Billovits,  the  city  planner  han¬ 
dling  the  project. 

When  asked  to  confirm  the 
status  of  the  environmental  re¬ 
view,  Hillary  Gitelman,  an  envi¬ 
ronmental  review  officer  with  the 
Planning  Department,  would 
only  say  that  the  department  is 
still  hard  at  work  on  the  project 
and  that  it  might  be  a  month  be¬ 
fore  work  is  completed. 

“I  hope  that  site  will  get  a 
Negative  Declaration  and  not  an 
EIR,”  Gitelman  said. 

The  developers  of  the  project 
would  save  time  and  money  if  a 
Negative  Declaration  is  decided 
upon.  A  detailed  environmental 


analysis  could  take  several 
months  to  a  year  to  complete  and 
cost  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars. 

Neighbors  Question  Plan 
for  Playground  Funding 

As  part  of  the  agreement 
reached  with  the  Lincoln  Park 
group,  ASPI  agreed  to  contribute 
up  to  $500,000  to  fund  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  renovated  play¬ 
ground. 

In  response  to  several  ques¬ 
tions  from  the  audience,  O’Brien 
said  the  company  would  deposit 
$200,000  into  an  escrow  account 
for  the  City  to  use  to  remodel  the 
playground  once  plans  for  the 
store  are  approved.  He  said  the 
company  would  deposit  the  re¬ 
maining  $300,000  within  five 
years.  O’Brien  said  the  agree¬ 
ment  gives  Lucky  Stores  the  right 
to  pursue  outside  sources  for  the 
$500,000,  including  lobbying  the 
City  for  the  funds. 

“Does  Lucky  intend  to  ask  the 
City  for  the  money  from  its  Open 
Space  Fund?”  local  resident 
Maria  Sousa  asked. 

“I  honesdy  don’t  know  what 
will  be  done  in  that  regard,” 
O’Brien  replied. 

The  Open  Space  Fund  uses  a 
portion  of  the  city's  property  tax 
receipts  to  purchase  open  space 
and  to  renovate  and  build  city  fa¬ 
cilities. 

History  of  the  Site 

The  site  has  been  the  focus  of 
neighborhood  rancor  for  years 
since  former  owner  Richard 
Klein  proposed  building  a 
324,000-square-foot  Safeway  su¬ 
permarket,  retail  space  for  26 
stores,  two  floors  of  underground 
parking  and  77  units  of  housing 
on  the  site  in  1988. 


Klein’s  deal  with  Safeway  fi¬ 
nally  fell  apart  in  1994  when  the 
grocery  chain  closed  the  40-year- 
old  outlet  and  backed  out  of 
Klein’s  proposed  “Richmond 
Square”  project. 

Klein  then  leased  the  site  to 
Lucky’s  parent  company,  ASPI, 
and  the  present  negotiations  be¬ 
gan  in  1996. 

Representatives  for  ASPI  have 
said  that  the  company  wants  to 
have  a  major  presence  in  San 
Francisco  and  is  looking  for  sites 
all  over  the  City. 

In  early  April,  the  SF 
Planning  Commission  approved 
a  conditional  use  permit  for  a 
52,000-square-foot  Lucky  super¬ 
market,  retail  spaces,  about  300 
parking  spaces  and  135  condo¬ 
miniums  at  the  corner  of  Fulton 
Street  and  Masonic  Avenue.

“Offer  food  through  June  1 5,  1 999 
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icro  radio  in  many  re¬ 
spects  is  to  the  broad¬ 
cast  media  what  news¬ 
papers,  like  this  one,  are  to  the 
print  media:  it  is  a  neighborhood 
radio  station.  It  is  a  means  by 
which  members  of  a  community 
may  speak  out  on  issues  affecting 
them  locally. 

On  our  station  (Liberation 
Radio,  93.7  F.M.)  we  have  cov¬ 
ered  topics  ranging  from  the  pro¬ 
posed  parking  garage  in  Golden 
Gate  Park  to  the  invasion  of  our 
neighborhoods  by  large  corpo¬ 
rate-owned  chains  like  Burger 
King.  Larger  stations,  whose  lis¬ 
tening  areas  in  many  cases  span 
all  of  Northern  California  and  be¬ 
yond,  simply  are  not  able  to  de¬ 
vote  the  time  and  attention  to 
such  issues. 

But  micro  radio  is  much  more 
than  simply  a  conveyor  of  local 
news  and  information.  It  is  also 
an  avenue  by  which  local  musi¬ 
cians  and  songwriters,  who  might 
otherwise  not  be  able  to  get  their 
music  played  on  the  radio,  can 
receive  airplay. 

A  few  weeks  ago  one  of  our 
DJs  aired  on  his  two-hour  pro¬ 
gram  members  of  the  band  Box 
Set.  This  DJ  had  recorded  the 
band  live  when  they  had  per¬ 
formed,  a  few  nights  earlier,  at 
the  Bizarre  Cafe  on  California 
Street. 

That  show  did  some  good  for 
all  the  parties  involved:  the  cafe 


got  a  free  plug  over 
the  air,  the  band  got 
their  songs  played 
on  the  radio  and  we 
got  to  feature  two 
hours  of  great  music 
from  a  very  talented 
group  of  local  musi¬ 
cians. 

We  also  air  alternative  points 
of  view  which  seldom  make  it 
into  the  corporate-owned  media. 

Our  station  in  San  Francisco 
grew  out  of  the  Food  Not  Bombs 
struggles  of  the  early  1990s.  This 
happened  when  I  and  two  other 
members  of  the  SF  Food  Not 
Bombs  chapter  got  together  and 
decided  to  put  a  radio  station  on 
the  air.  We  did  this  to  counter 
what  we  perceived  as  the  injus¬ 
tice  of  arresting  people  for  the 
“crime”  of  serving  food  to  the 
hungry. 

From  covering  issues  like 
homelessness,  we  have  gone  on 
to  focus  on  such  topics  as  corpo¬ 
rate  welfare,  the  bombing  of  Iraq 
(and  now  Yugoslavia)  and  police 
brutality.  We  have  especially  op¬ 
posed  the  control  of  San 
Francisco  politics  by  downtown 
corporations  such  as  PG&E  and 
Chevron. 

As  you  might  expect,  micro 
radio  does  have  its  detractors. 
Most  prominent  among  these  are 
the  National  Association  of 
Broadcasters  (NAB).  The  NAB 
has  been  an  opponent  of  micro

radio  since  early  1995  when  it 
filed  an  “amicus”  brief  support¬ 
ing  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  (FCC)  in  its  court 
case  against  Free  Radio  Berkeley 
founder  Stephen  Dunifer. 

A  few  words  about  the  NAB 
are  probably  in  order  here  just  so 
you’ll  know  who  they  are. 

A  trade  organization  repre¬ 
senting  broadcast  conglomerates, 
the  NAB,  operates  on  a  budget  of 
$35  million  a  year  and  is  one  of 
the  most  powerful  lobbying 
groups  in  Washington.  It  is,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  1997  Common 
Cause  report,  “a  lobbying  behe¬ 
moth  that  has  gotten  its  way  with 
Congress  for  the  past  70  years.” 

.A  list  of  local  NAB-member 
stations  reads  like  a  veritable

more  detailed  proposals  that  in¬ 
clude  specific  site  plans,  financ¬ 
ing  and  anticipated  tenants. 

The  trust  began  its  public  out¬ 
reach  for  the  Public  Health 
Hospital  project  in  February  with 
a  series  of  neighborhood  meet¬ 
ings  and  a  public  workshop  de¬ 
signed  to  provide  community  in¬ 
put  on  the  group’s  tenant  selec¬ 
tion  process.  Trust  members  will 
host  input  sessions  on  the  hospi¬ 
tal  complex  plan  during  the  sum¬ 
mer,  after  the  short  list  of 
prospects  have  submitted  their 
proposals. 

The  trust  will  also  evaluate  the 
environmental  impact  of  devel¬ 
opment  alternatives  at  the  site  in 
accordance  to  the  National 
Environmental  Policy  Act.  The 
environmental  review  will  offer 
an  opportunity  for  public  input 
throughout  workshops.

who’s  who  of  San 
Francisco  broadcast 
outlets.  These  include 
Disney-owned  KGO 
and  many  others. 

In  its  brief  in  the 
Dunifer  case,  NAB 
representatives  argued 
that  micro  radio  must 
be  eliminated  because  it  amounts 
to  an  “inefficient”  use  of  the 
broadcast  spectrum.  It  also  issued 
dire  warnings  about  signal  “inter¬ 
ference.” 

Many  of  us  in  the  micro-radio 
movement  suspect  that  what  the 
NAB  really  means  by  “interfer¬ 
ence”  is  interference  with  its 
ability  to  make  profits.  After  all, 
if  low-power  radio  is  legalized, 
as  the  FCC  currently  is  proposing 
to  do,  commercial  stations  may 
very  well  lose  audience  shares  to 
micro  stations  which  offer  listen¬ 
ers  something  besides  mono¬ 
tonous,  mind-dulling  streams  of 
commercials,  weather  and  traffic 


reports. 

The  NAB  was  also  a  major 
force  behind  passage  of  the  1996 
Telecommunications  Act.  In  fu¬ 
ture  columns  I  will  discuss  that 
act  and  the  impact  it  has  had  on 
radio.  I  will  also  like  to  discuss 
our  reasons  for  breaking  the  law 
and  engaging  in  a  campaign  of 
“electronic  civil  disobedience” 
by  broadcasting  without  an  FCC 
license. 

In  the  meantime,  if  you  would 
like  to  learn  more  about  micro 
radio  I  would  refer  you  to  the 
San  Francisco  Liberation  Radio 
website  at  www.slip.net/~dove.

five  as  possible  in  preserving  this 
park  in  a  manner  consistent  with 
our  early  planning  objective  - 
and  that  includes  public  partici¬ 
pation,”  Meadows  said. 

He  said  the  outreach  process 
the  trust  is  conducting  for  the 
former  Letterman  Hospital,  an¬ 
other  Presidio  site  undergoing  a 
similar  transformation,  has  in¬ 
volved  more  than  1,000  individu¬ 
als. 

“The  public  can  expect  the 
same  consideration  for  the  Public 
Health  Hospital  site,”  Meadows 
said. 

Wallace  said  the  respondent 
that  is  ultimately  chosen  will 
contribute  to  the  preservation  and 
enhancement  of  the  Presidio  as  a 
national  park.

Police  Beat

As  the  school  year 
draws  to  an  end, 
the  issue  of  child 
safety  becomes  even  a 
greater  concern  because 
children  have  more  free 
time  and  are  not  always 
supervised. 

What  can  you  do  to 
keep  your  child  safe?  Talk  to 
them  about  being  approached  by 
strangers.  They  need  to  know 
that  strangers  who  offer  them 
candy  or  a  gift  may  have  mali¬ 
cious  motives.  Sexual  predators 
use  gifts,  such  as  toys  or  candy, 
to  lure  children  and  gain  their  at¬ 
tention. 

When  informing  children 
about  such  a  potential  situation, 
role  playing  helps  to  demonstrate 
how  you  want  your  children  to 
react.  It  is  good  to  teach  them  to 
back  away  from  strangers  and 
run  to  their  home  or  to  the  home 
of  another  adult  they  know. 
Another  alternative  is  for  them  to 
run  into  a  business  and  tell  a 


worker  to  call  the  police. 

Teach  your  children  that  if 
anyone  -  even  someone  they 
know  -  touches  them  inappropri¬ 
ately,  they  should  get  away  and 
shout  for  help.  Touching  any  part 
of  a  child’s  body  that  a  swimsuit 
covers  is  an  example  of  inappro¬ 
priate  contact  It  is  important  for 
children  to  know  that  there  is  no 
shame  in  telling  their  parents 
about  an  incident 

Make  sure  your  child  knows 
how  to  call  the  police.  Don’t  as¬ 
sume  that  they  know  how  to  call 
911.  If  they  see  an  officer,  chil¬ 
dren  should  go  to  him  or  her  im¬ 
mediately  for  help. 

Be  aware  of  where  your  chil¬ 


dren  are  at  all  times.  Tell 
them  to  call  you  if  they 
are  going  to  be  late  or 
anything  unusual  occurs 
when  you  are  not  with 
them. 

Educating  your  chil¬ 
dren  about  safety  mea¬ 
sures  may  not  prevent 
them  from  harm,  but  it  may  re¬ 
duce  the  panic  and  paralysis  that 
often  occurs  during  traumatic  sit¬ 
uations  -  allowing  the  children  to 
get  help  quickly. 

Communication  is  essential 
and  safety  is  paramount.  If  there 
are  any  questions  about  child 
safety,  consult  a  police  officer 
immediately.  Let’s  work  together 
to  protect  children  as  much  as 
possible.

Irish  group  keeps  language, 
dance  and  music  traditions  alive

If  the  lilt  of  Irish  music  and 
the  tapping  of  Irish  dance  fills 
your  heart  with  glee,  learning 
and  dancing  with  the  members  of 
Comhaltas  Coeltoin  Eireann  may 
be  just  the  ticket 

Comhaltas  is  Ireland’s  leading 
worldwide  organization  promot¬ 
ing  and  upholding  the  traditional 
Irish  arts  of  music,  dance  and 
language.  Pronounced  “C6al-tuss 
Kyol-to-ree  Eh-ra'n”  or  “Koltus 
Koltori  Erin,”  it  means  “a  gather¬ 
ing  of  Irish  musicians.” 

Founded  in  Ireland  in  1951, 
the  organization  has  400  branch¬ 
es  worldwide.  Of  the  40  in  the 
United  States,  San  Francisco’s 
chapter  in  the  Sunset  District  is 
the  first  in  the  western  part  of  the 
country.  The  local  Cooley- 
Keegan  chapter  was  named  after 
two  well-known  accordionists, 
Joe  Cooley  and  Kevin  Keegan, 
who  lived  and  played  in  San 
Francisco  for  many  years. 

Jim  Belcher,  the  organiza¬ 
tion’s  current  president,  teaches 
classes  the  second,  third  and 
fourth  Thursday  of  each  month. 
He  keeps  everyone  moving  to 
rhythms  and  steps  that  seem 
vaguely  familiar  to  those  who 
have  danced  the  Virginia  Reel  or 
square  danced.  In  fact,  these  old 
Irish  country  dances  are  the  ori¬ 
gin  of  many  traditional  American 
folk  dances.  In  turn,  the  Irish 
forms  evolved  from  late-18th  and 
early-19th  century  French  court 
dances,  or  Quadrilles. 

“Don’t  confuse  set  dancing 
with  step  dancing,”  said  Joannie 
O’Leary,  a  past  president  and  20- 
year  member.  Step  dancing  be¬ 
came  wildly  popular  with  the 
success  of  Michael  Flatley  in 
“Riverdance”  and  “Lord  of  the 
Dance.”  It  is  taught  at  special 
dance  studios  under  professional 
instruction  with  performance  as  a 
goal.  In  the  Sunset,  instruction  in 
step  and  other  Irish  dance  forms 
is  offered  at  several  schools. 

Set  dancing  is  done  for  fun. 
Four  couples  form  a  “set”  and 
meet,  greet,  twirl,  glide,  slide,  jig 
and  stomp. 

Jim  calls  for  the  slow,  easy 
dance, “South  Galway.”  A  prac¬ 
tice  run  includes  “around  the 
house,”  whirling  in  tight  small 
circles  around  the  perimeter  of 
the  square  in  a  three-step  pro¬ 
cess.  Next  is  a  “cross  through,” 
where  opposite  couples  inter¬ 
weave  as  they  cross  each  other, 
exchanging  places.  Finally,  the 
couples  place  their  right  feet 
side-by-side,  and  step  in  patterns 
of  right-left-right,  left-right-left. 

Jim  calls  it  a  “potato  sack 
race.”  Irish  dancing  can  be  per¬ 
formed  to  such  evocative  tunes  as 
“Foxhunters  Reel”  and  “Rolling 


in  the  Ryegrass.”  The  dancers  are 
roughly  20  to  60-years-old  with 
one  quarter  being  from  Ireland 
and  the  rest  Americans  of  all 
backgrounds. 

Josephine  Brogan  was  bom  in 
County  Cork,  Ireland.  She  still 
studies  the  native  language, 
which  she  was  required  to  learn 
in  school.  While  the  tongue  is 
called  “Gaelic”  in  America,  it’s 
referred  to  as  “Irish”  in  her 
homeland. 

Jim  Belcher  was  born  in 
Philadelphia  and  is  an  engineer 
in  an  East  Bay  waste-water  treat¬ 
ment  plant.  He  has  been  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  organization  since 
1994  and  admits  he  was  into  rock 
and  roll  when  he  was  a  young 
lad. 

In  addition  to  teaching  step 
dancing,  Comaltas  hosts  a  very 
popular  ceili  (kay-lee)  at  the  Irish 
Cultural  Center  on  -the  second 
Sunday  of  each  month. 

A  c6ili  is  social  dancing  with 
line  and  circle  dances  where  cou¬ 
ples  can  join  in  and  no  set  num¬ 
ber  of  people  is  required.  These 
dances  traditionally  took  place  to 
live  music  in  homes  or  on  plat¬ 
forms  at  crossroads  in  Irish  times 
past. 

The  traditional  instruments 
are  the  accordion,  also  called  the 
“box,”  fiddle  and  the  tin  whistle. 
Other  instruments  may  include 
the  banjo,  harp,  bagpipes,  the 
Melodeon  and  the  Bodhran  (pro¬ 
nounced  Boran),  which  is  a  type 
of  drum  covered  with  a  goat  skit. 

March’s  ceili  was  held  the 
third  Sunday  because  almost  ev¬ 
eryone  was  involved  in  creating 
Comhaltas’  St.  Patrick’s  Day 
float  for  the  city’s  annual  parade. 
Despite  fatigue  and  competition 
from  the  Academy  Awards 
broadcast,  more  than  80  people 
showed  up  for  the  relaxed  family 
social  event  at  the  United  Irish 


Cultural  Center. 

The  group’s  float  featured  16 
dancers  and  six  live  musicians  on 
a  platform  with  an  Irish  thatched 
roof  cottage.  Aside  from  the 
float,  the  chapter  also  sponsored 
a  national  convention,  Comaltas 
by  the  Bay,  in  1998. 

In  2000,  the  group  will  host  a 
group  of  Irish  and  English  musi¬ 
cians  on  a  tour  of  the  U.S., 
Canada,  Korea,  Japan,  Australia 
and  New  Zealand. 

Comhaltas  sponsors  two 
hours  of  set  dancing  instructions 
every  Thursday,  free  of  charge.

Comhaltas  and  its  many  activi¬ 
ties,  call  Pat  Beaupre  evenings 
at  (415)  206-0926.  A  monthly 
newsletter,  Sceal  Eile,  is  part  of 
the  $26  annual  membership  fee. 

Alamo  holds

Each  year  on  Memorial  Day 
there  is  a  ceremony  at  Land’s 
End  honoring  the  men  who 
served  on  the  USS  San  Francisco 
during  the  World  War  II  Battle  of 
Guadacanal. 

The  ceremony,  which  is  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  USS  San  Francisco 
Association,  will  be  held  on 
Sunday,  May  30  at  12:30  p.m.  at 
the  USS  San  Francisco 
Memorial's  Observation  Area, 
near  48th  Avenue  and  El  Camino 
del  Mar.  The  service  is  held  to 
honor  the  brave  men  who  served 
on  the  ship  during  the  nights  of 
Nov.  12  and  13,  1942.  From  this 
site  an  individual  can  stand  in 
one  spot  and  see  north  to  the 
Golden  Gate,  Marin  Headlands, 
Point  Bonita  Lighthouse  and  be¬ 
yond  to  the  Point  Reyes  peninsu¬ 
la  and  west  toward  the  Farallon 
Islands. 

This  year’s  ceremony  will  in¬ 
clude  music  by  a  navy  or  marine 
bugler,  a  bell  ceremony  honoring 
those  who  died  on  board  the  ship 
and  a  speech  by  Clifford 
Spencer,  who  served  on  board 
during  the  battle. 

After  the  ceremony,  men  pre¬ 
sent  at  the  battle,  including  John 
Egan  and  Heber  Holbrook,  will 
be  “available  to  talk  individually 
with  anyone  who  wishes  to  do 
so,”  said  John  Johnson, 
spokesperson  for  the  USS  San 
Francisco  Association.  “You 
won’t  have  the  opportunity  for 
much  longer  -  each  year  we’re 
losing  members.  Most  of  us  are 
in  our  70s.” 

On  a  plaque  at  the  Land’s  End 
memorial  the  batde  is  referred  to 
as  “the  most  savage  naval  en¬ 


best  you  can.” 

The  best,  in  this  case,  is  evi¬ 
denced  by  the  ship’s  Presidential 
Unit  Citation,  21  Silver  Stars, 
and  the  four  Congressional 
Medals  of  Honor  awarded  for 
bravery  under  fire,  to  Admiral 
Daniel  J.  Callaghan, 
Commanders  Bruce  McCandless 
and  Herbert  Schonland  and  to

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officer  staff,  and  the  captain  of 
the  ship,  Cassin  Young.  The  dead 
included  naval  personnel  and 
members  of  a  U.S.  Marine  Corps 
detachment  assigned  to  the  ship. 

Marine  Sgt.  John  Egan,  one  of 
the  wounded,  says  of  performing 
your  job  in  battle,  “You’re 
trained  and  trained.  Then  when 
you’re  caught  in  a  catastrophe, 
like  war,  you  become  like  a 
robot,  running  around,  doing  the 
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sits  over  looking  the  Pacific  Ocean. 
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gagement  at  close  quarters  in  his¬ 
tory.”  With  eight  destroyers  and 
five  cruisers,  one  of  them  the 
flagship  USS  San  Francisco,  the 
American  naval  force,  under  the 
command  of  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area  native,  Rear  Admiral 
Daniel  J.  Callaghan,  met  the 
Japanese.  Japan's  navy  included 
two  battleships,  one  cruiser  and 
14  destroyers,  all  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  Admiral  Hiroaki  Abe. 

Beginning  in  August  1942, 
there  was  bitter  fighting  at 
Guadacanal,  with  the  Americans 
taking  portions  of  the  island  pre¬ 
viously  under  Japanese  control. 
During  the  early  hours  of  Nov. 
13,  1942,  at  1:24  a.m.,  in  the  wa¬ 
ters  of  Iron  Bottom  Sound  off 
Guadacanal  Island  and  Savo 
Island,  a  part  of  the  strategic 
Solomon  Islands  group,  the 
American  and  Japanese  navies 
met. 

The  Japanese  were  advancing 
south  toward  Guadacanal,  intend¬ 


ing  to  land  re-enforcements  and 
attack  Henderson  Airfield.  Rear 
Admiral  Callaghan,  commander 
of  the  American  task  force  in  the 
area,  decided  on  a  head-on  clash, 
moving  his  batde  column  direct¬ 
ly  into  the  advancing  line  of 
Japanese  ships. 

“What’s  so  unusual  about  this 
battle  is  that  it  took  place  in 
pitch-black  night,”  according  to 
Johnson.  “Naval  batdes  are  usu¬ 
ally  fought  in  the  day,  so  that  the 
ships  can  see  what  they  are  firing 
at.  If  you  can  imagine  a  49ers 
game  being  held  in  the  pitch 
black  night,  with  no  lights  and 
with  nobody  being  able  to  tell 
who’s  who,  you  get  some  idea  of 
what  it  was  like.” 

After  the  initial  contact,  near- 
chaos  prevailed.  Samuel  Eliot 
Morison,  the  noted  naval  histori¬ 
an,  says  in  his  book  “The 
Struggle  for  Guadacanal,” 
“Japanese  and  American  ships 
mingled  like  minnows  in  a  buck¬ 
et.” 

The  action  in  the  early  morn¬ 
ing  hours  of  November  13  was 
fierce.  The  USS  San  Francisco 
sustained  45  shell  hits,  105  men 
were  wounded,  and  89  men  were 
killed.  Among  the  casualties 
were  Callaghan,  nearly  his  entire

Teams  from  the  center  recent¬ 
ly  placed  third  against  tough 
competition  at  the  Fifth  Annual 
San  Francisco  Invitational  in 
February. 

Sventlana  said  women’s  gym¬ 
nastics  is  one  of  the  most  popular 
sports  in  the  world.

Sventlana  said  a  young  gym¬ 
nast  who  is  serious  about  the 
sport  will  commit  15  to  25  hours 
a  week  of  practice  and  some  of 
the  best  European  athletes  prac¬ 
tice  about  36  hours  a  week. 

There  is  ample  opportunity  in 
the  Bay  Area  for  a  serious  gym¬ 
nast  to  compete,  from  a  Level 
Nine  Championship  in  Concord, 
to  a  qualifying  meet  in  Level  10, 
to  the  National  Championship  at 
the  end  of  June. 

“Not  everyone  wants  to  com¬ 


pete,”  Svetlana  said.  “Many  of 
our  students  just  come  for  the 
love  of  dance.”

with  fresh  items  on  a  regular  ba¬ 
sis.  Every  home  should  have  at 
least  one  rechargeable  (look  for 
the  metal  top)  A-B-C-ratcd  fire 
extinguisher,  which  can  be  used 
on  all  types  of  fires. 

Richmond  District  NERT  co¬ 
ordinators  David  Hirtz  and  Brian 
Mulver  joined  Dickerman  in  of¬ 
fering  preparedness  tips. 

Each  family  member  should 
stock  an  individual  backpack 
with  some  water,  a  flashlight  and 
extra  batteries,  extra  shoes,  pre¬ 
scriptions,  a  spare  pair  of  glasses, 
maybe  a  candy  bar  or  two  and  a 
laminated  sheet  of  paper  listing 
loved  ones  and  their  phone  num¬ 
bers. 

Families  should  also  choose  a 
phone  number  out  of  the  Bay 
Area  as  a  contact  number  to  let 
others  know  they  are  safe  or 
where  they  are  because  after  an 
earthquake,  long  distance  calls 
often  get  through  when  local 
calls  do  not. 


Surplus  stores,  said  Hirtz,  are 
valuable  resources  for  such  items 
as  individual  packets  of  water, 
food  bars,  and  “space”  blankets, 
which  can  fit  into  a  pocket,  but 
will  provide  protection  from  the 
chilly  night  air.  Be  sure  to  keep 
spare  batteries  with  your  flash¬ 
light. 

“Keep  a  comfortable  pair  of 
shoes  at  work,”  added  Hirtz,  “in 
case  you  have  to  walk  home  after 
a  quake.  Those  who  work  away 
from  home  should  consider  keep¬ 
ing  small  emergency  kits  at  the 
office  or  in  their  cars." 

Although  the  meeting  ran  late, 
the  room  was  still  full  of  people 
when  the  lights  suddenly  went 
out  and  the  resulting  darkness 
was  pierced  by  a  bagpipe’s  loud 
wail. 

“You  don’t  expect  to  hear  a 
bagpipe  in  a  forum  meeting,” 
said  tooter  Mulver.  “But  an  earth¬ 
quake  could  happen  just  as 
quick.” 

Hirtz  and  Mulver  ended  the 
meeting  with  a  call  for  residents 


to  become  NERT  volunteers, 
trained  to  help  themselves  and 
their  neighbors  in  the  aftermath 
of  any  kind  of  disaster  that  over¬ 
whelms  city  services. 

NERT’s  15-hour  training  pro¬ 
gram  takes  place  over  six  weeks 
and  includes:  basic  disaster 
skills;  disaster  medicine  and 
triage  training;  light  search  and 
rescue;  and  hands-on  training  in 
extinguishing  fires  and  extricat¬ 
ing  victims  trapped  in  collapsed 
buildings. 

The  free  training  focuses  on 
self-sufficiency  in  case  of  a  dis¬ 
aster.  Only  after  his  or  her  own 
family  and  home  is  safe  and  se¬ 
cure  would  a  NERT  volunteer  be 
asked  to  be  part  of  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  or  citywide  response  team 
effort. 

Anyone  interested  in  taking 
the  training  should  call  NERT 
representatives  at  558-3456.

After  the  Battle  of 
Guadacanal,  the  USS  San 
Francisco  returned  to  San 
Francisco  on  Dec.  11,  1942  for 
repairs,  which  were  carried  out  at 
the  shipyards  on  Mare  Island.  In 

1943  the  ship  returned  to  duty, 
eventually  garnering  17  battle 
stars.  The  flag  bridge,  where 
Admiral  Callaghan  and  his  men 
were  killed,  was  replaced,  and  in 

1944  the  hulk  of  the  old  bridge 
was  presented  to  the  City.  In 
1949-50,  under  the  auspices  of 
SF  Mayor  Elmer  Robinson,  a 
memorial  was  designed  by  archi¬ 
tects  Henry  V.  Chescoe  and

($14.95).  There  was  no  fat  on  the 
meat  and  it  was  crispy  on  the 
outside  and  the  inside  was  tender 
and  juicy.  It  came  with  spinach 
and  a  great  combination  of  mixed 
vegetables  that  was  a  perfect  bal¬ 
ance  with  the  rich-tasting  duck 
meat.

Regular  or  special  appetizer 
items  such  as  antipasti  could  be 
used  in  place  of  an  entree  as  a 
meal.  Appetizers  include  stuffed 
artichokes  with  breadcrumbs, 
onions  and  cheese  ($8.95),  baked 
clams  ($9.95)  and  melon  ($9.95). 

The  choice  of  salads  includes 
a  dinner  salad  with  three  types  of 
lettuce  and  tomato  ($4.50), 
Sicilian  salad  with  anchovies,

This  western 
end  of  the  GGNRA  is  slated  for 
renovation.

Association  has  been  in  existence 
for  40  years.  Its  future  goals  in¬ 
clude  finding  a  group  or  organi¬ 
zation  that  will  carry  on  the 
Memorial  Day  ceremony.

How  to 
obtain  a  good 
mortgage

In  today’s  real 
estate  market, 
obtaining  a  pre¬ 
approval  for  a  loan 
is  a  must  prior  to 
submitting  an  offer 
to  purchase  a 
home. 

A  pre- approval 
means  that  a  lender 
has  examined  your 
financial  qualifications  including 
credit  history,  employment  infor¬ 
mation,  bank  information  and 
agreed  to  lend  money  to  you.  The 
only  conditions  would  be  an  ap¬ 
praisal  to  justify  the  value  and 
the  seller’s  ability  to  provide 
clear  title. 

With  this  in  hand,  the  seller  of 
the  property  will  look  more  fa¬ 
vorably  on  the  buyer  and  this  will 
provide  an  added  advantage  to 
getting  your  offer  accepted. 

Obtaining  a  mortgage  on  a 
house  can  sometimes  be  an  over¬ 
whelming  experience.  I  have 
heard  tales  from  clients  who  said 
they  supplied  lenders  with  all 
their  life-long  paperwork  only  to 
have  the  lender  come  back  at  the 
last  minute  asking  for  more  pa¬ 
perwork. 

Often,  for  people  who  are  un¬ 
familiar  with  financial  statements 
or  the  loan  process,  completing  a 
loan  application  can  be  a  fright¬ 
ening  experience,  similar  to  do¬ 
ing  your  own  tax  returns. 
However,  a  good  loan  agent  can 
meet  with  you  and  fill  out  the 
loan  application  with  you  to  ease 
the  tension. 

Before  meeting  with  a  loan 
agent  or  attempting  to  complete 
the  loan  application,  gathering  all 
the  following  information  first 
will  help  hasten  the  process. 

If  you  are  an  employee  of  a 
company,  make  copies  of  the  last 
two  consecutive  pay  stubs  and 
the  last  two  year’s  W-2  state¬ 
ments.  If  you  are  self-employed, 
gather  the  last  two  year’s  1099 
forms  and  tax  returns.  These  doc¬ 
uments  will  help  the  lender  veri¬ 
fy  your  employment  history  and 
your  income  to  determine  if  you 
qualify  for  the  loan.  Some 
lenders  will  accept  these  docu¬ 
ments  and  others  will  still  send 
out  Verification  of  Employment 
Forms  to  your  employers. 

Next,  gatheT'your  bank  ac¬ 
count  or  investment  account 
statements  for  the  last  three 
months  showing  where  the  down 
payment  is  coming  from.  Some 
lenders  will  send  out  Verification 
of  Deposits  to  the  institutions 


holding  your  money  to  verify 
your  funds. 

It  is  also  important  to  keep  in 
mind  what  all  your  assets  are. 
They  include  automobiles,  life 
insurance,  personal  belongings, 
stocks,  bonds,  real  estate,  IRA’s 
and  all  other  assets. 

The  next  step  is  to  gather  all 
of  your  credit  cards,  automobile 
loan  papers,  student  loans  and 
other  liabilities  or  outstanding 
loans  you  might  have.  If  you  own 
investment  real  estate,  have  the 
income  and  expense  statements 
ready  to  give  a  more  complete 


answer  in  the  "Real  Estate 
Owned”  part  of  the  application. 

If  all  these  steps  are  taken, 
you  will  be  ready  to  complete  the 
loan  application  by  yourself  or 
with  a  loan  agent.  I  recommend 
that  you  find  a  loan  agent  who 
will  do  it  for  you.  He  can  fill  out 
the  pertinent  information  and 
package  the  loan  so  it  has  a  good 
possibility  of  being  approved. 

After  the  loan  application  is 
completed,  the  loan  agent  will 
order  a  credit  report  to  check 
your  credit  worthiness.  If  the 
credit  report  contains  any  deroga¬ 
tory  information,  such  as  late 
payment  or  collection  accounts, 
the  lender  will  ask  for  an  expla¬ 
nation  of  why  these  accounts 
were  delinquent.  If  the  answers 
are  satisfactory  to  the  lender, 
they  will  proceed  with  the  loan. 

The  lender  will  also  order  an 
appraisal  of  the  property.  The  ap¬ 
praiser  will  come  and  inspect  the 
property.  He  will  measure  all  the 


rooms,  look  at  the 
general  condition 
of  the  property, 
take  some  pictures 
of  the  home  and 
justify  the  value  of 
the  property. 

Once  the  lender 
has  verified  your 
employment, 
source  of  downpay¬ 
ment  funds,  credit  worthiness 
and  property  value,  he  will  de¬ 
cide  on  granting  the  loan. 
Usually,  a  lender  will  have  set 
criteria  on  the  percentage  of 
debt-to-income  you  have  for  loan 
approval.  Some  lenders  are  more 
lenient  than  others. 

Most  lenders  will  sell  their 
loans  to  the  secondary  market 
and  they  have  to  conform  to  the 
secondary  market’s  criteria  for 
accepting  the  loan.  As  a  conse¬ 
quence,  they  typically  have  high¬ 
er  standards  for  borrower  qualifi¬ 
cations. 


Some  lenders  are  portfolio 
lenders,  which  means  that  they 
will  keep  their  loans  and  can 
bend  the  rules  a  little  if  they 
think  that  the  borrowers  can  re¬ 
pay  them.  Other  lenders  are  both, 
meaning  that  they  sell  and  keep 
some  of  their  loans. 

Most  of  the  problems  occur 
when  the  lender  can’t  verify  the 
information  on  the  application.  If 
this  happens,  he  will  come  back 
and  ask  you  for  more  or  different 
ways  to  verify  the  information. 
This  is  usually  the  most  frustrat¬ 
ing  part  for  the  borrowers,  be¬ 
cause  sometimes  the  proof  the 
lender  requires  is  difficult  or  im¬ 
possible  to  obtain. 

If  everything  is  fine,  you  will 
be  granted  a  loan.  For  the  most 
part,  if  you  are  working  with  a 
good  loan  agent,  the  process 
should  be  very  smooth. 

However,  along  with  buying  a 
home,  obtaining  a  loan  can  be  a 
stressful  ordeal.  If  you  know  the 
procedures  and  a  little  of  what 
goes  on  behind  the  scenes,  the 
anxiety  and  pain  of  obtaining  a 
mortgage  loan  should  be  eased.

Yelnats 
chooses  to  go  to  Camp  Green 
Lake  instead  of  jail,  unaware  that 
the  camp  requires  its  visitors  to 
dig  a  hole  5  feet  wide  by  5  feet 
deep  daily  to  “improve  his  char¬ 
acter.”  The  story  is  told  with  hu- 


mor  and  irony. 

“Snowflake 
Bentley,”  written  by 
Jacqueline  Briggs 
Martin  and  illustrated 
by  Mary  Azarian,  was 
the  Caldecott  Medal 
winner.  The  biography 
for  young  children 
features  the  character 
Wilson  Bentley,  a  Vermont  farm 
boy  who  was  fascinated  by 
snowflakes,  but  could  not  see 
them  in  detail  until  he  acquired  a 
microscope  with  a  camera.  The 
various  illustrations  are  created 
through  the  use  of  woodcuts 
hand  painted  with  watercolors.

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Your  Rights  in  an  IRS  Audit 


You  have  the  right  to  hire 
an  Enrolled  Agent,  CPA 
or  attorney  to  appear  on 
your  behalf  in  any  audit 
before  the  IRS.  Document  prepa¬ 
ration  and  the  pre¬ 
sentation  of  evidence 
is  crucial  to  winning 
any  audit. 

Remember,  you  can 
stop  any  audit  at  any¬ 
time  to  hire  a  quali¬ 
fied  representative. 

Following  the 
initial  audit  and 
examination  of  your 
tax  return,  the  IRS 
will  issue  an  exami¬ 
nation  report.  This  report  is  also 
known  as  a  30-day  letter.  You  or 
your  representative  has  the  right 
to  appeal  any  disputed  issues  from 
the  audit. 

If  an  agreement  on  proposed 
adjustments  cannot  be  reached, 
the  IRS  must  issue  a  Statutory 
Notice  of  Deficiency  prior  to  any 
assessment  of  additional  tax  being 
made.  This  notice  is  also  known 
as  a  90-day  letter.  During  the  90- 
day  period  you  have  the  right  to 
petition  the  U.S.  Tax  Court  to 
seek  a  redetermination  of  any  pro¬ 
posed  adjustments  to  your  tax 


return.  The  current  cost  of  filing  a 
petition  is  $60. 

Following  the  filing  of  a  tax 
court  petition,  your  case  is  housed 
with  the  appeals  division  of  the 

IRS  for  a  period  of 
six  months  for  set¬ 
tlement.  The  IRS 
appeals  officers 
tend  to  be  the  most 
qualified.  A  very 
high  percentage  of 
all  cases  are  settled 
at  this  level  of 
appeals.  Taxpayers 
have  more  time  to 
develop  additional 
evidence  to  support 
positions  taken  on  the  disputed  tax 
returns.  The  big  downfall  is  that 
during  this  period  of  time  interest 
and  penalties  continue  to  accrue 
on  any  adjustments  sustained  by 
the  IRS.
